INFORMATION FOR SEARCHERS CITING RECORDS 
IN THE NATIONAL ARCHIVES 


The National Archives cannot, of course, standardize the form 
of footnote references to its holdings, but it offers here a few sug¬ 
gestions that may prove helpful to researchers. These suggestions 
all aim at the single main objective of making it easy to find again 
the records that have been cited. 

A citation to a document in the National Archives should iden¬ 
tify the particular document, the series to which it belongs, and 
the agency among whose records it is found. It should also give 
any other information needed to find the document. The record 
group number assigned by the National Archives to the body of rec¬ 
ords involved may facilitate finding the document but is not an es¬ 
sential part of the citation. 

The sample citations given here identify the document first and 
then show its place in the records. For the convenience of users 
of the samples, the record group number is given in each case. 

If there are several references to National Archives materials, 
the author may save space by adding to the first of them a state¬ 
ment like that in the first footnote below. 

Secretary of State Daniel Webster to the Brazilian 
Minister, Feb. 26, 1851, Notes to the Brazilian Legation, 
records of the Department of State, National Archives, 
Record Group 59. Hereafter records in the National Ar¬ 
chives are indicated by the symbol NA, followed by the 
record group (RG) number.

A document that is part of the records of a bureau or compar¬ 
able unit of a department or other agency should be cited as part of 
the records of the bureau; the department in most cases does not 
need to be named.

A document may be cited as part of the records of an agency 
even though that agency has been abolished or has had its name 
changed. In the following footnote the facts that the records of the 
President's Commission on Economy and Efficiency were at one 
time in the custody of the Bureau of the Budget and have been as¬ 
signed by the National Archives to the Bureau of the Budget record 
group need not be mentioned.

Any item on this coin must oredit previous work done by many 
Numismatists esspeoialy those of later years such as Breen, Bressett, 
Ricker, Newman,Thaisen and Marianne Miller, The first thorough listing of 
Fugio Cents by die varieties should be credited to Eric P. Newman. Ninteenth 
Century investigation credit Shelflon and Crosby, 

The Pugio Cents are the first coins struck under United States 
Government with designs spec ified by Congress and the writer feels that 
after 173 years we need an accepted designer, 

EAtries in the Journal of Congress supply interesting information 
about proceedings relating to this -coinage. 

On July 6th 1786 there wast- "Resolved, that the board of treasury 
direot the oontraofcor for the copper coinage to stamp on one side of 
each piece the ‘following devioe,viit- thirteen circles linked together, 
a small oirole in the middle, with the words "United States’ round itj 
and in the centre, the words "We are one"; on the other side of the same 
pieoe the following device, vis, a dial with the hours expressed on the 
face of it, a meridian sun above on the one side of which is the word 
"Pugio", The meaning i>f "Tims Plies" and on the otner the year in figures 
1787 below the dial,fche words "Mind Your Business". 

The dies were made by Abel Buel of New Haven. 

The :oontractor was James Jarvis, who obtained the contract by 
bribery and then failed to complete it according to Breen's investigations. 

Franklin's presence in Philadelphia when Congress authorized them adds 
color to the old story that he suggested the designs and mottoes, as a 
oonsequence has been referred to as the Franklin Cent. 




The following might lead to the author of the design on the 
Fugio Cent being Franois Hopkinson. 

He was ^interested in heraldry, having designedi- 

The deal of the State of hew Jersey. 

The Seal of the American Philosophical Society.

He was an author, political satirist, musician and an artist. 

If we consider that the Board of the Treasury on Lay 11th,1787 
submitted to a committee of the Continental Congress seven devices 
for a proposed copper citn, (Fugio Cent) that the committee chose two, 

(the face and reverse ef the Fugio Cent) of these seven submitted to them, 
we have, at least an unusual coinidence, for records show that in 1780 
Francis Hopkinson submitted a bill (never paid) to the Treasury for 
services on "seven devioes for the Continental Currency". 

It would be logical to assume that the members of the Congress 
being acquainted with Hopkinson and recognizing his services, did submit 
to the oommittee (to choose two designes for the copper cent) the seven 
which Hopkinson submitted, and in this manner ssaight to compensate him in 
some measure. The fact that the design appeared on the Continental Currency 
in 1776 would logioally acoount for the failure of the committee (in its 
report of July 6th, 1787) to interpret the designs selected. 

In Barton's Memoirs of David Kittenhouse he states that in 1756 
He (Rittenhouse) made an eight day clock over the dial-plate of which, 

was engraved the mementory motto--TsMPUS F1GIT; and underneath, GO ABOUT

YOUK BUSINESS, fo (j^ther quote from Bar ton,---"and that they were 
generally supposed to be the production of the late Judge Hopkinson, 
an intimate freind of Mr. Hittenhouse". 



With nothing more oonprete pointing to Franklin than the 
fact w he was in Philadelphia at the time'* the writer submits the strong 
circumstantial evidence pointing to Francis Hopkinson indicating that he 
be considered for acceptance as the Designer of the Fugio Cent, at 
least uamong Numismatists.

Thank you very much for the photographs. I 
was on the West Coast during the entire past week and both 
your letter and the set of photos were here when I returned. 

I have a number of quick comments which I 
would like to mention regarding these pictures which I had 
not concluded from those in the Coin Collectors Journal. First, 
on the K reverse you will note that the ST marks - or clicking 
marks as you refer to them - from the motto under the sun dial 
appear under the WE ARE ONE rather than above as on the I reverse 
right next to it. This indicates an upset reverse at sometime 
in the life of the K die but I can see no evidence of matching 
marks on the 15 which is pictured although I have notes on 
15's which indicate use in the upset position. I would be very 
interested in knowing if this particular coin is upset or 
regular and would appreciate the opportunity of examining it if 
this could be arranged. Photographs are really of very little 
use in this sort of thing except to give gross information - 
I use a JO power sfereo-microscope and a small lOx lens for 
my work on the detail information. 

Also, I am unable to see any of the recut 
ide of the R reverse. Do you know if 
this particular R is the recut ? 

Now that I can see the photograph with 
ease I can tell you tint my 9-Q is_ a o-Q 1 

I have a 104 (copper) on which I believe the 
die breaks are even more extensive than the photo which 
you sent. I will check on this when I get my coins from the 
vault next week. The I reverses are as I recall better than 
your photographs and I think a number o" others as well. 

Actually - the ST marks on one of my 21-I's is single and 
triple or quadruple on the other. I doubt that these can be 
photographed well enough to show in a reproduction as they 
require quite different lighting angles to be distinct.

The copy of the Fugio paper for the Newsletter

Please forgive my very long delay in reply to 
your letter of 2 October. This has been an extremely busy period 
for me in addition to having a case of flu which slowed me down for 
awhile. 

I am enclosing a proof print of each side of the 
7-T which I mentioned in my last letter. These are rather poor prints 
but I rushed them through in order to have something to send to you. The 
negatives are much better than these proofs indicate. I have indicated 
the three die breaks on the T reverse which I believe will be of interest 
to you. - - - I have several specimens in my collection which indicate 
I believe that the 7-T preceeded the 9-T. This reverse seems to indicate 
this 7-T followed both 9 and 10. I assume that you have evidence that 
the 9 also preceeded 7 in some cases - judgeing from your comment in 
your last letter. If this is the case, then I would venture the guess 
that these particular dies were often interchanged in their sequence and 
it might be that the order of striking for the T reverse could be: 

7-9-7-10-7 

I believe that the 7-T combination both started and 
ended the T series of strikings. 

Several other contradictions in the apparent order of 
striking have occuned from time to time, I believe. Another example 
is the H reverse which may be: 

15 - 16 - 18 - 16 

I have found some evidence to support this in the 
order of the 16 obverse which might be: 

H - N - H

Thank you '’or your note of September 10. I am 
enclosing a print of the Z reverse which I used for the Newsletter 
cut which you might like to have for your files. 

I hope that I will have the opportunity to visit 
you in St. Louis before long. Most of my travels from Dallas were to 
the West Coast; most here to the East Coast, very seldom do I have 
a North - South jaunt - but I do expect that some business will develop 
in the St. Louis area before long. 

I do believe that screw presses would be much less 
likely to produce clicking marks - than would drop presses. The larger 
screw presses, such as those described by Bushnell, which required 
J and 4 persons to operate - had a terrific mechanical advantage but 
also required quite an effort to activate. There would be severe problems 
in design of stops for these presses - the same is also true for the 
drop presses. They would not likely be activated by accident as could 
a drop press. The various engravings which I have examined show no 
evidence of stops of sufficient strength to absorb the blows on either 
type of press . I find no mention either in the writings of Craig or 
Breen that indicate the use of any type of stop. This does not mean 
that such were not used, of course, but the difficulty of keeping 
such devices properly adjusted on equipments of circa 1787 would 
have been very great, I believe. Do you know of any other series of 
Early American Coinage which show the variety and depth of clicking 
marks from clashed dies, as the Fugios ?

Thank you for your letter of September 18. We now have several 
very active potential customers in the St. Louis area and one of them 
may justify a trip there before too long.

Enclosed is my inventory list of the Fugios in my reference 

collection which I promised to send you quite some time ago - while 

still in Texas if my recollection is correct. I have quite a problem in 
keeping this list up to date, and it is still not current as there are a 
number of new items not yet on it; however, this is the most up to date state 
that it has been in for quite some time. Up to a point I attempted to 
maintain the list numerically by variety but later discontinued this and 
simply listed the specimens as they were acquired. Two columns of 
confidential information for insurance purposed have been deleted. 

You will note that there are quite a few duplicates of several varieties. 
In most cases these are examples of various die states, clicking marks, 
and other factors such as rotated reverses, multiple struck items, etc.

Thanks for the letter. I'll write to A1 Hoch for the plates. I was under the 
impression that he had plates of the entire series prepared. I'm glad to hear 
that you're ready to start the Fugios with vigah. I'll get right to work on 
my end. Barnsley's record would be of no value now, since his coins are dispersed, 
and we'd only be counting them twice, when we record the holdings of others. 

Though we don't know what other institutions outside of Yale and A.N.S. have 
collections attributed by varieties, there is no doubt that other institutions, 
such as J.H.U., hhve a number of them, and, I think it would be of value if you 
were to correspond with institutions where you are known, and ask to examine 
their holdings, or, at least let us know how many pieces they have, and, if a 
fair number, we can possibly find a collector in the area who is qualified, who 
would examine them on the premises, and report the varieties. Meanwhile, I think 
that another good idea is for you to let me know approximately when you might be 
ready for my end of the work. Then, I will prepare letters, and send out forms 
to various collectors, asking for their holdings as of a certain date, in order 
not to have any duplications, in the event that duplicates are traded, or col¬ 
lections are sold. I would appreciate it if you would forward a copy of the 
holdings of Yale.

Regarding the gold Fugio, last May, Jack Freidberg told me that he bought it, 
along with the Brand estate, and though he couldn’t show it to me at the time, 
asked me what I thought it might be worth. I told him that I didn't consider 
such a piece a major rarity, since it was a restrike, but, that I would try to 
determine how many were known, and try to arrive at an estimated price for him. 
The next time I heard of it, was when I heard that Kreisberg had it, but, I don't 
recall who told me, it didn't come from them. This is the third time that I've 
heard of it (from you), but, I haven't as yet seen it. I was able to learn 
very little about it, and never did make a report to Jack. It never passed thru 
my hands, I never tried to sell it, and, I've never seen it. But, we'll record 
it for the record. Oh yes, JJF asked me to try to get it for him to examine, be¬ 
cause he felt that it might be an original in gold, or one of the patterns in 
gold, but, when I asked Jack if I could see it, he told me that it, along with 
all of the other colonials he had from the estate, were already sold. I can't 
believe that any originals were ever struck An gold. There would have been no 
reason for it, especially when it would t^ke so much money to make in gold, even 
if only for a pattern or souvenir.

Thank you for your letter of October 2, 1965 . I shall do 
my best to go through my Fugios with care and review my notes on 
emission which I have been keeping since I started. These are by 
no means up to date as I never seem to have time to accomplish all 
the various tasks that should be done. Actually, I have made rather 
quick comparisons as I went along and noted items which seemed out of 
order or at variance with your original apparent order of striking - 
when possible I have added these to my collection for future study. 

In addition to the specimens in my reference collection, I 
have examined approximately 200 other specimens including most of 
the more difficult ones such as 2J-ZZ, 14-H, 1^-XK as they show up. 

The rate at which new varieties are turning up seems fantastic to 
me; however, I suppose that it is natural that quite a few years 
would be required before a majority of specimens are attributed. My 
experience with the ads for Fugio specimens which I have been running 
for several years indicates that only about 25 $ of the specimens 
available have been attributed. This is not true for dealers stocks - 
about 75% in that area is my guess. 

As time permits I will gather together my notes on the 
emission sequence and tabulate them for you. I have no idea how long 
this will require as my time is most limited these days; business 
pressures become more severe with each passing month. 

Enclosed are photos of a l^-KK for your files. It is the 
nicest KK that I have seen, quite flat and apparently struck prior 
to the 12-KK when it had started to sink a bit in the center.

Blow's specimen 42& - I qm almost positive - is NOT from the FF 
New Haven die. It is positively not from either of the other reverse dies 
at ANS. All of these dies were sunk from a single complex hub so all there 
is to go on are minute chips, digs, scratches etc, in the individual 
dies. 

I can find several marks which prove thi3 is from the same hub, but 
cannot locate any of the dies marks which would prove it to be FF. Quite a 
few of these marks are apparent on Craige's "worn" specimen, there is no 
question that his is from the FF die. 

Two points in particular should be noted (l ) compare the left side, 
of the upright in E of ARE with an FF, the chips are missing, (2) also 
note the line of the raised band under UNITED, it is rough and irregular 
and seems to be a die defect, not a striking defect. Finally, two 
very characteristic marks on the FF die are also missing, the irregular 
slash between the UNITED on the band and the rings, and the double ring 
just below the lower cinquefoil (caused I believe by a false start in 
hubbing). 

I realize that none of these points are positive proof that this is 
not FF. 

There are other New Havens around beside 104-FF, there is a 96 -W 
in silver (Douglas numbers) and one or two others reported on which I have 
not been able to get positive information. 

If the Blow specimen is not FF, (Douglas WW) as I believe is the case, 
then it should be called TT according to Douglas' system. I do not know 
whether EPN has a numbering system for all these things,or not. 

Perhaps this is one of,Mr. Rust's unsatisfactory trial strikings 
made in New York prior to his final strikings reportedly made in Waterbury.

Dear Mr. Newmans 

I have received the off-center Fugio which you forwarded 
from Dick Picker and shall return it directly to him. I enjoyed talking 
with you by telephone the other day and sincerely hope that I shall have the 
opportunity to meet you personally someday. 

The New Haven "restrikes" have bothered me for quite awhile 
and I have been tracking down information on the various dies for a little 
over a year. I have impressions or casts of all of them except the 
Mattatuck die. Incidently - Picker has a reverse overstruck uniface on 
a very worn 1798 U.S. Cent - which I believe is not from the FF die or 
from the two dies at ANS - ask him to send it to you if you have not seen it. 

My conclusions are that the New Haven dies are all of circa 18^0 
manufacture since they are all sunk from a composite hub. Are you aware that 
your $ 103 obverse is from the same hub (or perhaps the hub was derived 
from the 10^ die) as the other obverse New Haven dies, and differs only in 
the dial plate ornamentation - the design being cut down to yield that 
seen on 104, et al? The old design from 105 is clearly seen on the Yale die. 
Because of the hub techniques the 104-FF's should be classified, I believe, 
as struck copies. There is no proof that I can present at this time that there 
were not originally dies of the New Haven configuration made in 1787, but I 
think not. 


Is your silver specimen a 96 -W (Douglas) and have you set up 
a numbering assignment for the "other" New Havens ? I would certainly like to 

examine the specimen if you would care to send it to me. 

A clue to the reason for the existance of the "New Havens" is to 

be found, I believe, in the background pattern of the dial plate. It is most 

interesting. 

The 15-KK photo was of a specimen which I had borrowed and is not 
a part of my collection. More will turn up - this was a much used die. A 
little dodging on the print will I believe make it much better than a 
direct contact which is what I sent you. I hope one of these days to build a 
complete camera set up for my use; in the meantime I work in a bit of an 
inconvenient and haphazard manner which does not produce good results. 


Back to the "New Havens" for a moment, if your conclusions 


that there never was a Fugio mint at New Haven ( or West Haven) prove 
out to be correct, this would tend to support my conjecture that the 
story of Rust and Betts and their "discovery" of thesedies is just 
so much hogwash. My guess is that Rust had them manufactured in 
New York or Waterbury. The piece which Picker has might be one of 
Rust '8 "unsatisfactory trial strikes made in New York" ! 

I am enclosing a photo of my 5 -F which you may find of interest. 

If someone were to try to make a copy of this coin, it might look like 
a "New Haven". Note the dialplate background design. I believe the "New 
Havens" were intended as copies of the"difficult to locate concave 
rays with G in FUGIO variety which on worn specimens tends to have 
a pointed chin"I There are many other points of similiarity but the 
dial plate background design is, I think, the clincher. Now - why 
would anyone want to copy this coin ??? 

The new business is just getting started and it will be several months 
before I find time - I expect - to really get back to my numismatic studies, 
such as they are. I have added about 10 or 15 additional specimens to my 
Fugio collection since I sent you my list - none of any special interest 
except the very light 101 grain specimen, and another interestingly 
double struck 17-S. I hope eventually to put together a complete 
variety set with as many examples of die state as possible. 

In your studies have you come across evidence of a screw press 
of sufficient capacity to have sunk the Fugio dies ? The various 
double hubbed dies indicate to me that a screw press was used for hubbing 
but I still lean toward the idea that a drop press was used to strike the 
coins. Also, have you kept records of upset reverses ( rotated 180° ) 
etc. of the various varieties ? If not - I have and will be glad to pass this 
along to you for what it is worth. It may give some new data on the 
usage of the dies. 

Have you ever given thought to the reasons for the Club Ray Fugios? 

It is obvious that the hub was damaged and some effort was needed to 
reconstruct the missing areas. Had an intaglio been used it would not have been 
necessary to use this damaged hub - a good reason for doubting, I believe, the 
use of intaglios and working hubs. I find the Club Rays unique in a number 
of ways and suspect that they may have been struck by entirely different 
techniques from the others; perhaps they were non-interchangable die sets - 
perhaps hinged sets or something of that nature. The G punch had departed 
when these dies were made, and I suspect that they are the work of a 
different die cutter. It is unusual that the Club Ray dies are the only 
Fugio dies showing extensive recutting (in areas other thanthe ray structure). 

I have determined that there were at least two and possibly three 
different blanking dies used to punch out planchets; these retained their 
characteristic shapes through striking. Have you ever tried matching up 
the Fugios according to the planchet shape? After you do this on a few 
specimens you begin to recognize them by sight. 

One of the unusual aspects of the Fugios are the large numbers of 
very worn specimens. If they never officially circulated why are there 
so very many specimens showing extensive wear ? Also, I have never seen one 
overstruck on another coin nor anything struck over a Fugio. 

My guess as to the number of extant specimens is about 10,000, most 
from the Bank of New York Hoard, so my collection does not represent any 


large percentage of those available. I have been told of a collection 
in "the East" consisting of over ^00 specimens but I have no idea where it 
might be located. Is the F C C Eoyd collection still intact and how many 
specimens did Boyd have at the time you examined them ? These thoughts 
come to mind because of your comment about the size of my collection - I do 
not recall your exact words but gathered that you thought I had cornered the 
Fugio market or something to that effect. There is one important point 
however — many Fugios have been ruined for numismatic purposes such as 
the tragedy of the Bank of New York specimens which were nicely polished 
and encased in plastic, and I find many holed and silver and gold plated, etc. 

This rather rambling letter has been typed over a period of several days 
with many interruptions. As I read it over I find that I have been asking 
questions for the*most part, which was not my intention when I started. I 
would appreciate your comments, however, if you care to do so. 

It seems to me that the Fugios would be of great interest to 
collectors of the United States coinage; however, I find that very few 
collectors even know what one is, much less anything of their history l 
This amazing circumstance would certainly be eliminated by a good text on the 
subject — and I hope that you have something as extensive and complete for 
your new book on the Fugios in mind, as was your work on the 1804 dollar. Here 
is an event in American History that has apparently been almost completely 
overlooked — think of the intrigue that must have taken place in this operation 
I do not think I have ever read any thoughts on the obvious interconnection 
between these individuals and the various states coinages, either, but there 
certainly were very close ties of some sort — even the irons used on the Fugios 
appear on the Connecticuts and apparently made their way to Machins Mill 
as well, as I am certain you are aware. All this is really a tremendous 
story and deserves the finest treatment possible as it is certainly classical 
material. Here is the transitional coinage between the States issues and 
the official product of the U.S. Mint - and hardly anyone knows about them I 
Just amazing ! 

In my searches for material regarding the Fugios I have never heard 
even the slightest hint of the existence of a genuine Fugio die. Someday 
the complete set may turn up assuming that they were not destroyed. That would 
really be a find but just too much to hope for - even one would be helpful 
for study purposes. I had hoped that in time I might find something - but 
have had no luck at all along these lines. 

I hope that these comments are of use and interest to you. I had 
planned to write up some of my observations about the Club Ray Fugios for 
The Colonial Newsletter but may not get around to it for quite awhile. These 
are - I believe - the most interesting of the Fugios and perhaps represent the 
strangest (or at least significantly different) story of all. They must have 
been produced at a time of crisis as a desperation effort. It occurs to me 
that there might have been a fire that destroyed most of the equipment 
and perhaps damaged the hub as well. Some dies and combinations, for 
example 17-1 and the terminal state 7-T, night be correlating evidence of 
some sort of Ofetastrophy that drastically changed the proceedures of the 
operation. This is of course just supposition, but the coinage indicates that 
something happened that was unusual.

Dear Eric: 


I have received the items which you mailed to me on March 10 
and have spent some small amount of time studying them. I have seen 
enough to know that I must do a great deal more with them before I 
reach any firm conclusions. 

You may be interested in my initial thoughts which are the 
following: (1) the silver 96-W is a puzzle; My first thought is that 
it was not struck from the A.N.S. obverse die - but perhaps from a 
transfer die made from the A.N.S. die. This might account for the condition 
of the A.N.S. die. I understand it is of brass or similiar composition 
and would therefore be quite soft and could have been damaged in the 
transfer prossess of whatever sort was used. There are many of the odd 
striations on the coin which do not appear on my cast of the A.N.S, 
obverse, especially in the region of the MIND YOUR BUSINESS. No doubt 
you noted this fact. 

(2) the Mattatuck sealing wax impression looks very like 
it might have come from the Yale Die. It is most difficult to tell 
anything from this impression but all of the cinquefoils appear to be in 
the same relative positions as on the Yale die. The break in the 
upright of 7 seems more well defined on the wax impression than on the Yale 
die. 

More on these later as time permits. I shall return your 
specimens to you as soon as possible. Enclosed is a photo of my impression 
of the Yale die which may be of interest to you. Compare your impression 
with this photograph and note two points - the first is the vestige of 
a design above the right major fleuron ( above II ) this seems to me to be 
the old hub design from your / 103, which might have been cut down to 
make the hub used for 104, et al. Secondly - note the border design 
above and between 7 8 in the date, especially the slight doubling'in this 
area. This suggests to me the use of an early lathe and knurling tool and 
is the sort of effect when your tool overruns the old (first laid down) 
cut but does not exactly mesh into the earlier cut. I believe that this same 
effect is seen in the same spot on $ 103 (from photographs). If this is 
machine work as I suspect, then it is most unlikely, I believe, that any 
of these dies were manufactured in 1787 (however - primitive lathes were used 
for metal working in the early l600's I believe, but I have no information 
as to when they were introduced into America). 

With reference to the Club Ray Fugios which I mentioned in 
my last letter — there is no question in my mind that the hub was in 
fact quite damaged. I have enclosed a sketch with a line drawn around the 
area of damage. Note that this extends down into the sun dial itself 
and hence required that these areas be built back up on each die as well 
as the ray structure. On # 3 and #4 the inner and outer rims of the dial plate 
were reconstructed, but not the numerals. On the other club rays the 
numerals were reconstructed, one die - #2 if memory serves - was miscut 
and has X on both sides of the gnom®n! There are many other points of 
interest in the design changes on the Club Rays as I am sure you realize 
and are worthy of detailed comparative study. The dial plate background 


designs are especially worthy of notice, especially the comparison 
of #2, #5, and #2J. I have a detailed list of all these points in 
very rough draft form which I will work up into a readible form 
as time permits. The gist of my thoughts are these, however: 

1. The Club Rays represeht some unique event in the Fugio 
history - both the hub and the coinage. 

2. There is something unique about the manner of striking in 
comparison with the regular Fugios (fine rays). 

5. The workmanship differs considerably from that of the fine rays; 

I think the convex rays and the concave rays designs are the 
product of different die sinkers. Different still from the fine ray work! 

4. What happened to the G punch for FUGIO; all are recut from 
a C punch, except where forgotten, # 2 and # 2J. 

5. 6 -W may belong to the Club Ray "family” -?- 

Even though the Fugio letter punches show up on Connecticuts, as well as the 
other irons, I get a shock everytime I look at a Connecticut. They just 
cannot be the work of the same die cutter as the Fugios - the die work 
on Connecticuts, I believe, is a sloppy mess compared with the die work 
on the Fugios. 

I could go on like this all night but must stop someplace. I certainly hope 
that I someday have the opportunity to visit with you and discuss some 
of the more interesting aspects of the Fugios with you in person. These are 
really my only interest - real interest - numismatically. I have a few 
Colonials that I squired by accident from time to time, but that is all. 

In one of your letters you mentioned that you would prefer the CN be used 
as a section in The Numismatist - I would like to know your reasoning behind 
your comment. It would certainly solve the financial problems - but what 
could I do with some of the extremely long ( 25 to 50 page) manuscripts 
that I have received ? They would fill an entire issue. They might also 
be too detailed for the general reader.

Enclosed are the 96-W and the impression from the Mattatuck 
die. Many thanks for the opportunity to examine them. 

The sealing wax impression is not much help to me, perhaps in time 
someone will manage to get another and hopefully better impression from the die. 
Douglas had a photograph which he used in his ms but there is no detail visible 
on the microfilm. The "New Haven" dies certainly are a puzzle; I suspect that 
more of them - or at least impressions - will show up in time. The Edwin Blow 
specimen ( reverse struck over 1798 cent) is I believe from yet a different die 
than any I know of, but there is no sure way to prove this. 

The letters WE ARE ONE were, I believe, actually on the hub used 
for the various New Haven reverse dies and were engraved rather than punched 
on the original, whatever it was (die or hub). This results in all the 
various reverse dies being almost identical — the only exceptions being in 
minute die defects, scratches, nicks, chips, etc. 

I decided that W is indeed from one of the ANS dies, but I am still 
curious about the raised striations on the face of the sun and in the area 
of MIND YOUR BUSINESS of the obverse. These do not seem to be deep enough 
on my cast of the ANS obverse to have resulted in this effect; otherwise, I 
would say that the piece did come from the ANS die. Would this classify the 
specimen as a struck copy, or what ? Finally - my question is whether all 
"New Havens" should be classified as struck copies rather than restrikes — my 
general feeling is that the workmanship is too good to be of 1787 vintage, plus 
my thoughts expressed in my letter of March 2J. 

Which reminds me - I said that I thought that it was #2 that had 
X on both sides of the gnomon — memory didn't serve too well. It is #1 that 
has this apparent defect according to my notes. 

18 your 96-W the Douglas specimen or is this another one? In his 
ms Douglas mentioned having one in his collection. 

Let us hope that enough of these odd pieces show up with time 
so that some sort of definate conclusion can be made regarding both the dies 
and the various specimens. Should lOJ-EE be considered as a "New Haven"? The 
gold specimen (lot 1105) in the recent Brand-Lichtenfels sale seems to show 
some of the characteristics (from the photo in the catalog) in the "die breaks" 
of your 96-W. Were these really breaks ? As you can see there are many questions 
in my mind about the "New Havens".

(formerly the Tale Curator) was in the office. He has been helping Stillman 
with his book on the Fugio cents. 

A few months ago I told you I was not going to do much on the patterns. 
However, since that time I came across the Wcodside catalogue and other pertinent 
material which somewhat changedthe complexion of things. I did not mention the 
fact as I inferred, after finding all the Boulton-Jarvis material, that you 
intended for us each to go our separate ways on the subject. 

I do not know whether Buel or Droz made the pattern dies tho I am in 
the process cf having enlargements made of all the Fugio dies in order to 
check letter, numeral and ornament punches. From a theoretical standpoint, the 
Droz attribution is not as absurd as it sounds. Jarvis' only hope was to convince 
Congress to devaluate his 157.5 cents and to coin Federal coppers at a higher 
standard. This being the case, new designs would be required. I have also written 
to Mrs. Harley, inquiring whether she has any account books or work books cf 
Boulton which would throw light on the problem. 

You want to know what I am doing, and since we are friends and have 
always levelled with each other, I will tell you fully and without reserve. Very 
shortly my galleys will be £rx±xkx ready, except for the section on the restrikes 
which I am working around and leaving until the last possible moment. My book c. 
ixx scheduled for early Spring publication. 

For two years, with the assiduity of one possessed, I have devoted 
myself to the mint book; s±xxk* this at the expense of my health, eye-sight and 
pocketbook. T^e more I wrote, the more I realized the neccessity of absolute 
comprehensiveness. The Boulton material presented, in this respect, the finishing 
touch, filling in lacunae not only in the Jarvis chapter, but elsewhere as well. 
For this reason, and for the further reasons that l) I came by the material 
honestly and 2) I had originally gotten you on to the Boulton library, I felt 
obliged to use all the correspondences in jy my possession. I have every 
letter from the library pertaining in any way to American coinage. 

Naturally I can see that this will cut into your own pirns, and I am 
genuinely sorry for it. But look, I am coming out with all the Fugio material, 
and Stillman is d-rkxg likewise publishing a work on it. It will not be to your 


advantage to produce a third work on the same subject. But you have x great 
manuscripts going on the New York, Conn, and Vermont coinages, without a 
shadow of competition. If you will resign yourself to forgoing the Fugio 
book and helping me with my mint MS (though I doubt that you can aid much 
in the way of citations) I will do every thing in my power to assist you 
on any other subject. I think, for example, that there may be a good deal 
of material to be found here regarding the New York coinages. 

Please let me frmr hear from you on this matter, and know that in any 
case, I remain with sincere friendship 



P.S. There are t .o reverse dies for the New Haven restrike in the ANS. They 
are identical in all respects, including milling, indicating a complete 
hub and master die.

It was nice talking to you and in a few days I 
will send you the four strikes from the unused Fugio dies 
which strikes Jim Sloss owns and which are to be returned 
to him. 


I assume that you have the complete file of Jarvis 
material from Birmingham. Ve each have kept our knowledge 
of it from the other, but don»t let third parties in on it 
for the present. I find no indication that Boulton had any 
dies made for Jarvis or that Boulton knew that Droz made any 
dies. In fact, the three references to Jarvis in the Mitchell- 
Boulton correspondence show that Boulton knew of the designs 
only. Why would he have wanted to see a coin if Droz had 
made the dies. 

I concede that Droz could have made the delicately 
detailed Fugio dies other than the production ones. If that 
is the case he probably cut the "New Raven" dies too. Ke 
could have cut the central desigh punches for the production 
Fugios and they might have been sent to America so that dies 
could be made by Buell. Buell certainly used the cinquefoil 
punch and arrow punch which had been previously used by him 
on the Connecticut dies. 

The thing that bothers me is how Jarvis could have 
made a deal with Droz when Droz worked for Boulton andBoulton 
was rejecting the proposals which Jarvis made. We have to 
talk this out. 

I had hoped to use this material first in the book 
on Fugios. I had thought your book was to be published long 
since. What has happened? I now enclose something on the 
Continental Dollar which I just found.

Dear Eric: 

More on the same subject. I do not know how much Buttrey knows of Stillman's 
plans, tho he has done some work for him in connection with the Fugios. I heard 
of Stillman's book from a Fugio collector in N. Y. 

Incidentally, a lack of die rust does not, in itself, qualify the patterns as original 
strikes. I have in my drawer a 1798 large cent overstruck on the obverse from one 
of the New Haven dies. I think you have seen the piece. It belongs to Anton. I 
weighed it, and it tilts the balance at 163 grains, i. e. it has lost 5 grains. It was 
therefore a very worn coin, the lack of detail not being (except in a minor sense) 
attributable to flattening against a hard surface. It has absolutely no sign of die 
rust. I conjecture that this piece was taken as a dog out of Rust's or someone 
else's collection and used as a die trial for the New Haven restriking. If this is 
so, we can assume that the die rust occurred during the 1860's. 

If the New Haven dies were made by Droz then the pattern dies were also. They 
are too similar in style to reflect different hands. The device punch on the Fugio 
includes the legend Mind Your Business (Note the tilting I and the sloppy second S 
in both dies). This does seem inferior to what one would expect from Droz. The 
fact that complete master dies were not used at the Mint until 1836 does not mean it 
was previously impossible to use them. The only objection was putting the stress 
of border elements in a master die. Recall also, that in the mysterious undated 
draft, Boulton had tentatively agreed to furnish Jarvis with 6 pairs of dies?" The 
most ticklish question is why, if Buel made the pattern dies, he abandoned the old 
gnomen punch, adopted an inferior one, and had not letter punches enough to com¬ 
plete the first production obverse. 

I wrote you that I had everything of Boulton’s pertaining to the American Mint as 
Mrs. Harley had thus assured me. I do not have the South Carolina bit, but if it 
does not pertain to the federal coinage, it is not germane to my theme.

Would you give me the excerpt about the Fugio 
patterns, or die 3 , in the New York Coin Company's sale 
of the Woodside collection which was held on August 23» 
1892. At the same time I think you should check the 
Edward Cogan sale of the James E. Root collection held 
December 16, 1878, where some Fugio dies were sold, and 
let me know what that says. I had planned to look up 
these matters but it is better if you do it now. 

X had a long talk with Spilman, and he said 
for about a year he had done almost nothing on the Fugio 
matter. He has moved from Little Rock to Huntsville, and 
I asked him whether he wanted to give consideration to 
both of us working together on a detailed book on the 
Fugio coinage. I told him to think about it and that 
I would think about it. In effect, he indicated he was 
not working on any text at all. I told him I had a sub¬ 
stantial lot of new historical information which Douglas 
did not have but did not tell him what it was. 

When the Fugio dies were used in 1855-60 to 
make a few trials, they probably broke the one which is 
at A.N.S.but they might have made an extra set of dies 
just in case ore broke. the obverse of the New Haven die 
broke while, Jbeing used at Water bury.

Thank you for your telephone call - way back in January - and more 
recently for your contribution to The Colonial Newsletter. 

Since I moved to Huntsville (in November) I have been extremely busy, 
but now - for the first time - the work has slacked off to the point that 
I am able to attempt, at least, to catch^Sn many things that have gone too 
long undone. Especially correspondance. I moved here to accept a position 
as Proposal Manager for Electronics with the Launch Systems Branch of The 
Boeing Company. Our major effort here is as prime contractor on the Saturn V 
launch vehicle which is scheduled to put our astronauts on the moon before 
1970. As the end of the fiscal year arrives the demands on our new business 
group tend to ease off - especially for NASA - and we are now in the slack 
period... incidentally, after June 15 my address here in Huntsville will be:

Huntsville, Alabama J5&02 

My family will move here at that time, and I will be out of the 
apartment. I have been flying to Little Rock and back every few weekends 
since I came here. 

I have given some thought to your suggestion that I work with you 
on the Fugio die variety data for your ANS monograph. I would like very 
much to do this and I am honored that you consider my efforts worlhy of a joint 
effort. However, I must ask several questions regarding your planned schedule 
for this work. My problems are twofold - (l) frankly, I do not believe that 
I am more than about 25 % along the pathway of collating the data that I have 
accumulated, and I am certain that there is very much more basic data that 
will be discovered in time - there is a very long way yet to go, - and (2) 
my most persistant problem is that of available time. I am quite reluctant 
to make a commitment to a project when I know that I will not have the 
necessary time to devote to the effort. Of the various areas to which I 
devote my "spare” time, unfortunately, numismatics is at the bottom of the 
list. 

Therefore - to a very large extent - my decision depends on your 
planned schedule for this monograph. From my point of view - I believe that 
several years are necessary before I will have any real "final" data and 
conclusions which would be suitable for publication. If this is not out of 
reason, then I shall give further consideration to your suggestion. 

I was intrigued by your comments of the "New Haven" pieces which you 
mentioned during your telephone discussion, especially by your impression 
that I had purchased them. As I told you - I had not even heard of them, but 
I would certainly like to learn more about them. If it was represented to you 
that I had some interest in them, that information had no basis in fact - 
someone must have been pulling your leg, at the least. Any information that 
you would care to pass along on these items would certainly be interesting, 




especially in light of the above. Do you know the present location of the items? 

I guess my greatest interest is whether they were from the 104 and FF dies 
or from some of the others. I do not recall all of the details which you 
mentioned, so if you care to discuss them, it might be helpful. 

While I am on the subject of New Havens - the gold specimen which 
appeared at auction some time last year - I seem unable to find my notes on 
this - they must be in Little Roclc - this specimen appeared to have many of the 
curious striations (from the photo) that I once mentioned to you regarding 
the 96-W's. I have been told that this sort of thing can occur if one is working 
with dissimiliar metals at quite different temperatures. For example - if it 
were attempted to make a hard hub from a soft die by using cherry red steel 
and a cold die for raising the hub. I suspect that your silver 96 -W may 
have been made from a die transferred from the ANS ruptured die, and that this 
gold thing may be of similiar ilk. As I recall - you were supposed to have 
attributed the piece and passed judgement on it. Now - do you have a good 
clear photograph of it that I could study? (I think I mentioned this once before). 

I suspect that with the New Havens we are dealing with several 
different things: (l) transfer dies, (2) first dies, soft metal, brass or 
bronzy (4) first dies, hard metal, steel, etc. (5) original master hubs (partial) 
(6) transfer hubs (composite). I doubt that I will ever be able to prove 
much of this, but little bits and pieces of evidence continue to show up that 
point toward this combination of items. All in all - the New Havens seem to 
have been quite an operation. But why? 

I have read your comments before the PNG which you made last month, with 
great interest. Do you really believe that with the current craze for profit 
that exists today in this "hobby" or Business or whatever you care to call 
it, that "numismatists as a group" will ever be able to do anything ? Or even 
want to do anything ? In general it has been my observation that the majority 
of small dealers cannot recognize or identify the genuine, much less the 
counterfeit. I know from experience that even the larger dealers and "recognized" 
experts often make mistakes - no one is perfect - but would you destroy a 
"mistake" ? Or deface it ? There is but one solution — education.

The surface of the coin on both sides is very 

rough. 


The casting motel or electrotype metal shows on 
tha edge next to the first cinquefoil on the obverse and 
shows on the edge at 11 o*clock on the reverse. 

The artificial coloring on this coin is excellent 
both on the edee and the surface. 

It is an example of how deadly plated electrotypes 
or casts can bo if dens with modern techniques.

Columbia citation which you located for me. 

The mysterious piece on the same negative as the Fugio hub 
trial is a George Washington button die stamped on both sides of 
8 piece of metal. 

I am enclosing herewith a picture of the Edwards specimen, in 
silver, which Ford owns. It is better than the MHS picture. Aa 
to any photographs or data on the Ford gold specimen and another 
silver specimen Just like it, I feel that I am not in a position 
to send any of this to you for the reason that it might come up 
in the pending arbitration. 

With respect to the Gloucester shilling, you will have to 
find some name beginning with "Rig" so it might be a partnership 
between Mr. Rigdon and Mr. Dawson, or something of that nature. 

What are you doing in Indiana, you old hoosier? Are you 
looking at some of the Lilly material? 

The only citation I know of on the Pitt tokens is Vlack's 
statement, which is an error, and I presume Bushnell's book would 
have something. 


You asked me about the Fugio patterns. 

I have 103-EE, in silver, weighing 166 grains. 

I have 101-AA, in pewter, weighing 173^3 grains, mentioned 

in AJN, 1902, page 76. 

I have a very interesting silver piece with the obverse 
fro the A NS die and the reverse the New Haven Die FF, weighing 
161 grains. 

I have two white metal die impressions, made by Crosby, one 
obverse, 101, and one reverse, unlisted, which ere identical to 
those mentioned in the 1902 AJN article. 

I have electros of two of the link side (with rays extending 

into the links) and one of the sun dial side (101), also mentioned 

in AJN. 

Soiewhere in my notes I have a list of all the brass, copper, 
and silver restrikes which I have seen but that would take a week 
Jbo find. 

You still have not told me who is backing your proje ct and I 
wish to be let in on the information.

It has been brought to my attention that the publisher of 
Tine Magazine has recently distributed as promotional material a 
number of sets of reproductions of "Colonial" American ooins. These 
sets are reported to oont&in, among others, a reproduction of a 
FUgio Cent. 

My purpose In writing to you, Misa Adams, is to point out that 
the FUgio Cent of 1787 i« an officially authorised coinage of the 
United States and that its reproduction - however innocently 
accomplished - is an act of counterfeiting. 

The authorisation for the FUgio coinage is contained in an 
entry in the Journals of the Continental Congress dated April 21, 1787 
with subsequent actions detailing the design dated July 6 , 1787* 

May I suggest, J&ss Adams, that it would be appropriate for your 
offioe to initiate an inveatigation of this matter and to request 
the appropriate authority to seize and destroy these particular items*

Dear Erics 


I am going to take a short vacation and wanted to reply to your 
letter of August 21 before I left. After our telephone discussion of a 
few months back I obtained a copy of Taxay'sU S Mint etc and read his material 

on the Fugios - After looking this over I concluded that I may have 

misunderstood your comment regarding the Boulton letters. On page 54 the 
March 8 Jarvis letter is identified with the comment that no reply 
(from Boulton) has been located. I had assumed that you were telling me 
that a letter had recently been located that probably was Boulton's reply 
to Jarvis March 8 — and that Boulton had given Jarvis a firm and final 
NO to his proposals — this is the data that I had assumed you were 
speaking of and which I suggested might be of interest for CNL. In general, 

I was aware of most - or perhaps all - of the material in Taxay*s U S Mint etc 
from other sources. I recall now that I thumbed through a copy of the book 
at a dealers a year or so ago and concluded there was no new information 
in the areas that I was interested, so did not purchase a copy. 

The most interesting part of the 5 - ^ Fugio die interlock chart 
which I sent you (taxsaa interesting to me)- will be what sort of pattern finally 
developes in the striking order of the 12 die. I believe it moves down the 
tube through the decks, but if this is not the case the arrangement of 
decks is not correct. I agree with you that the most logical assumption 
is that 12 was used at different times; but do not rule out different places 
entirely — another coining press in the same mint is a different place so 
far as this chart is concerned. Also - planchet oblatness fits on the various 
decks rather well. There were at least two and perhaps theee blanking dies 
used for punching out planchets.
